University of Arkansas, com- 
pleted an extensive training 
course at the Oak Ridge, Tenn., 
facilities of the Atomic Energy 
Commission.

Gas and Electric Company,

They 
have become a trite and unc- 
tuous phrase in our trite and 
unctuous times—a double-talk 
expression which, translated lit- 
erally, too often means "Please 
don't ask me to do anything for 
you. I've got troubles enough of 
my own." 


But what if, once in your life- 


time, a mighty genie able to do 
anything whispered in your ear, 
"What can I do for you?" And 
meant it. 


The possibility is so startling 


one would hardly know where to 
begin. But I think I'd at least 
ask him for— 


A molehill I couldn't turn into 


a mountain.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A fed- 


eral grand jury has named the 
Rev. 
Philip Berrigan, the im- 


prisoned antiwar priest, as mas- 
termind of a plot to blow up 
heating ducts in government 
buildings and kidnap presidential 
adviser Henry Kissinger. Kis- 
singer was allegedly to be held 
in exchange for an end to all 
bombing in Southeast Asia and 
the release of all political pris- 
oners. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


consumer has received favora- 
ble economic news in three 
areas in announcements that 
wholesale prices remained un- 
changed in December, that FGA 
and VA mortgage rates have 
been cut and that President 
Nixon is threatening to inter- 
vene against a big steel price 
increase. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


'government has rolled out a 
rare tripleheader of favorable 
news for the consumer—steady 
wholesale prices, lower mort- 
gage interest rates and a threat 
by President Nixon to intervene 
in a big steel price increase. 


Moving more actively in the 


price field, Nixon threatened 
Tuesday to counter a price 
boost by Bethlehem Steel by in- 
viting expanded imports of low- 
xcr-cost steel from Japan and 
Western Europe. 


As Nixon did so, the Labor 


Department reported wholesale 
prices in December, seasonally 
adjusted, remained unchanged. 
Otherwise, the index went up by 
une-tenth of one per cent. 


For all of 1970, labor officials 


said, wholesale prices of food 
and industrial raw materials 
climbed by 2.3 per cent, the 
smallest rise in V-k years. The 
index usually foreshadows fu- 
ture movements in the consum- 
er price index. 


Secretary of Housing George 


Romney also announced the 
maximum allowable interest 
rate on new mortgage loans 
backed by the Federal Housing 
Administration and the Veter- 
ans Administration was being 
cut to 7l& per cent. 


It was the second cut in the 


ceiling since Dec. 1, when the 
rate fell from a record 8te to 8 
per cent. Romney said he made 
the latest change because more 
money is available to lend to 
homebuyers and interest rates 
generally continue to drop. 


He said the new rate should 


"unfreeze some of the demand 
for homes from prospective 
buyers who have been waiting 
for a return of lower interest 
rates."

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


federal government is moving 
to cripple a major method of 
tax evasion this year by requir- 
ing, for the first time, that U.S. 
taxpayers disclose on their in- 
come tax returns any financial 
interests they own or control in 
foreign countries. 


Officials hope that such dis- 


closures will help close off the 
pipelines which illegally carry 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
each year out of the country and 
into secret foreign bank ac- 
counts, safely away from the 
jurisdiction of U.S. criminal and 
tax authorities. 


This year's 1040 tax forms, 


currently cropping up in mail 
boxes from coast to coast, con- 
tain a new section required un- 
der a law signed last October by 
President Nixon.

Pill Popping 
Could Make 
Insomnia Worse 


STANFORD, Calif. (AP) - A 


Stanford University researcher 
says insomniacs who try to 
solve their problem by popping 
sleeping pills actually could be 
making it worse. 


Sleeping pills can actually cut 


down on the amount of sleep 
and lead to an abnormal type of 
sleep that may be harmful over 
long periods, Dr. William C. De- 
ment, director of 
Stanford's 


Sleep Disorders Clinic, said in 
an interview. 


"People using a lot of sleeping 


pills end up sleeping badly," 
said Dement, who has studied 
sleep habits for 18 years. 


He said pill-poppers develop a 


tolerance for more and more 
pills—usually 
barbiturates— 


which can bring on a drug 
abuse problem. 


Also, he said, the pills inter- 


fere with normal sleep process- 
es such as the brief dream peri- 
od that occurs normally about 
every 90 minutes and is accom- 
panied by rapid eye move- 
ments. Researchers refer to it 
as REM. 


Dement said he has found in 


experiments 
with 
volunteers 


that interference 
with REM 


sleep can cause mental changes 
as well as sleep abnormalities. 


"When suppressed, it comes 


back with tremendous force," 
he said. "The person has night- 
mares, is overly intense, dis- 
plays excitability."

Scholarships

HOUSTON (AP) — The Amer- 


ican Football Coaches Associa- 
tion has ripped a financial aid 
report by a special NCAA com- 
mittee that would put all ath- 
letic scholarships on a need 
basis and limit the annual num- 
ber of football and basketball 
grants. 


Frank Broyles of Arkansas, 


president of the AFCA, says a 
coaches' committee headed by 
Eddie Crowder of Colorado has 
come up with recommendations 
of its own to combat the sky- 
rocketing costs of college sports 
—football in particular—and will 
ask to meet with the NCAA. 


The NCAA report, which is 


merely a suggestion and will not 
be voted on at today's business 
session windup of the annual 
convention, states that financial 
aid to athletes based solely on 
the need factor would result in 
scholarship savings of 35 to 45 
per cent. 


It recommends a 
national 


limit of 30 annual scholarships 
in football and six in basketball.

Curt/5 Takes 
Cool Approach 
to Super Bowl

MIAMI (AP) - Mike Curtis, 


hotblood of Baltimore's hard- 
hitting defensive unit, is taking 
a cool approach to the Colts' Su- 
per Bowl showdown against the 
Dallas Cowboys. 


But the fire that's been burn- 


ing inside the rugged middle 
linebacker for two long years 
doubtless will surface in full in- 
tentisy at kickoff time Sunday. 


"I'll try to hold off emotional- 


ly until the game itself and then 
let it all out," Curtis said today 
as the Colts continued tuning up 
for pro football's world cham- 
pionship game. 


"I'm sure my feelings will run 


high as the game gets closer, 
but I'll try not to show it on the 
outside." 


Two years ago, Curtis was an 


all-pro outside linebacker on the 
heavily-favored Baltimore team 
that bowed to the New York 
Jets 16-7 in Super Bowl III. Now 
he's the man in the middle as 
the Colts go about the business 
of settling accounts. 


"We've come back down here 


to win it," he said. "There's no 
carnival atmosphere this time." 


The Colts took the Jets lightly 


in 1969, trained for the game ac- 
cordingly—and paid a dear 
price. 


"I can't speak for anybody 


else," Curtis said, "but I'm sure 
that subconsioucly I wasn't up 
for that game. We let our breath 
out after we beat Cleveland for 
the NFL championship. This 
time, we're still holding our 
breath." 


Cowboys Coach Tom Landry 


has branded Baltimore's de- 
fense as "tremendously aggres- 
sive—probably the most aggres- 
sive we've faced." 


"I don't know about that," 


said Curtis, one of the game's 
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individuals. 
most 
aggressive 


"Minnesota's defense is awfully 
aggressive, too. I think the big- 
gest reason for our success has 
been execution—particularly in 
the last three games." 


The Colts beat the Jets 35-20 


in their final regular season 
game, then blanked Cincinnati 
17-0 and trimmed Oakland 27-17 
in the playoffs to earn their Su- 
per Bowl berth. In Dallas, they 
face the NFL's top rushing of- 
fense. 


Curtis defines aggressiveness 


as "being around the ball and 
hitting people." 


Ironically, the former Duke 


fullback had to harness his pen- 
chant for hitting when he made 
the switch from outside to mid- 
dle linebacker in mid-season a 
year ago. 


"He was so anxious to hit peo- 


ple that it took time for him to 
adjust to dropping back proper- 
ly for pass coverage," said 
Colts Coach Don McCafferty. 


"I want to be the best middle 


linebacker in the league," said 
Curtis, who was generally over- 
looked by the all-pro selectors 
at a position dominated by Dick 
Butkus, Willie Lanier and Tom- 
my Nobis in recent years. "And 
I want everybody to realize I'm 
the best." 


"That's right, he hasn't gotten 


the recognition he deserves," 
said McCafferty. "Neither have 
some of our other players. But 
recognition means nothing right 
now. The only thing that mat- 
ters here is winning." 


Mel Renfro 
Is a Scared 
Cowboy 
MIAMI (AP) - Dallas cor- 


nerback Mel Renfro is one 
scared Cowboy for Sunday's Su- 
per Bowl. 


It's his way of preparing. 
"If you fear an opponent," 


said the seven-year pro, "you'll 
never underestimate him." 


Causes of Renfro's anxiety 


this week are the quick feet and 


sure hands of Baltimore receiv- 
ers Eddie Hinton and Roy Jef- 
ferson. 


"These are outstanding pass 


catchers," said Renfro, who ex- 
celled as an offensive halfback 
at Oregon. "They have great 
moves, top speed and keep the 
pressure on any defensive back- 
field." 


Renfro, balding at age 29, 


measures his opponents mental- 
ly before any game. He studies 
films of their actions and plots a 
personal plan for defending. 


Renfro 
undergoes a 
quiet 


preparation as kickoff approach- 
es. He's not a yelier, a stomper 
or an overmuscled cheerleader. 


"Some fellows go around the 


lockerroom slapping one anoth- 
er on the back and trying to 
pump everyone up," he said. "I 
let them slap me and enjoy 
their encouragement. But I'm 
pretty quiet about it myself." 


Hinton, a second year speed- 


star from Oklahoma University, 
caught 47 passes in the regular 
season to lead the Baltimore 
brigade.

This was perfectly safe, be- 
cause no matter how high 
her partner might take her 
in clubs or diamonds she 
could still go back to spades. 


Oswald Jacoby, who was 


her partner, 
didn't know 


where Helen was heading 
but he made his normal re- 
bid of three no-trump. At 
this point Helen showed her 
spade support. 


Jacoby had a very sound 


opening bid. He also knew 
that Helen was s h o w i n g 
slam interest. It was obvi- 
ous that she had intended to 
get in spades all the time 
and c o u l d have bid the 
s p a d e game immediately 
but took several d e t o u r s . 
Helen never bid to help her 
o p p o n e n t s . 
Clearly she 


wanted to invite a slam. 


Jacoby decided to bid five

tell all people who take care 
of anyone sick to wear rub- 
ber gloves. I took care of a 
woman who had syphilis as 
you would a baby, bare- 
handed, and I contracted it 
that way. 


Dear Reader—You have a 


point. Everyone who takes 
care of someone who is sick 
should at least be sure the 
person has seen a doctor. If 
the patient has something 
contagious, the doctor usual- 
ly will take steps to protect 
the people immediately con- 
cerned. 


You can get syphilis from 


another person in a variety 
of ways. This is possible if 
the syphilis organism is in 
a little water or fluid long 
enough to be in contact with 
the lips. 
T h u s 
urinking 


glasses and 
utensils can 


theoretically result in trans- 
mitting syphilis even though 
this is certainly the least 
common way of getting the 
disease. The organism, how- 
ever, cannot survive more 
than a few hours outside the 
human body. Any intimate 
contact can cause the dis- 
ease. 


I don't think you should 


limit your concern to syph- 
ilis. A number of the con- 
tagious diseases require pre- 
cautions in handling the pa- 
tient. Rubber gloves are not 
the only answer. In general, 
if you just follow the rule to 
take care of only people who 
are under a doctor's super- 
vision, you will do the right 
thing with little or no danger 
to yourself.*

Abortion Issue 
Is Before 
High Court

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court took up today 
the District of Columbia law 
prohibiting 
abortions 
unless 


they are "necessary for the 
preservation of the mother's 
health." 


In the first abortion case 


argued before the high court, 
the two-hour hearing centered 
on whether the law is clear 
enough for physicians to know 
when they legally may end a 
pregnancy. 


Stacked behind on the docket 


are challenges to abortion laws 
in Minnesota, Texas, Georgia 
and Louisiana. The cases reflect 
a nationwide drive against laws 
restricting abortions. 


The court's ruling in the Dis- 


trict of Columbia case, expected 
by June, may have onlv limited 
impact, however. The issue of 
whether women have a constitu- 
tional right to end a pregnancy 
is not directly involved in the

cines do not mix well with 
alcohol.

Texas Tech has taken its place 


beside Texas in sharing the 
Southwest Conference basket- 
ball lead with one victory each 
and Arkansas the victim in both 
cases. 


Tech played rugged defense 


and used a 34-point performance 
by Greg Lowery Tuesday night 
to bury the Razorbacks 98-68 be- 
fore 8,150 fans in Lubbock. TCU, 
playing without its shooting and 
rebounding star Eugene Ken- 
nedy, fell to Oklahoma City 
78-69 in overtime and Baylor 
thumped Midwestern 101-68 on a 
school record 41 point perfor- 
formance by Willie Chatmon. 


"Our defense impressed me

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The 


Tax Division of the state Pub- 
lic Service Commission has rec- 
ommended in its biennial re- 
port to the General Assembly 
that 
legislative 
changes

made in the ad valorem tax 
structure. 


The recommendations would 


establish a state tax board of 
equalization, submit a constitu- 
tional amendment to exempt 
some property of elderly per- 
sons from 
taxation, 
closely 


examine the tax-exempt status 
of the property of churches and 
charitable 
organizations and 


submit a constitutional amend- 
ment to levy a state tax of 42 
mills on all subject property to 
support the public school sys- 
tem.

Priest Called 
Mastermind of 
Bizarre Plot

WASHINGTON (AP) - A fed- 


eral grand jury has named the 
Rev. Philip Berrigan, the im- 
prisoned antiwar priest, as mas- 
termind of a bizarre plot to blow 
up heating ducts in government 
buildings and whisk away presi- 
dential adviser Henry Kissin- 
ger. 


The 
indictment, 
returned 


Tuesday in Harrisburg, Pa., 
against Berrigan and five oth- 
ers, 
alleged 
that 
Kissinger, 


President Nixon's adviser on 
national security affairs, was to 
be kidnaped one day after the 
conspirators planned to set off 
explosives in heat tunnels con- 
necting federal 
buildings in 


Washington. 


The date of the explosions was 


set by the grand jury as Wash- 
ington's Birthday. 


The plot outlined in the indict- 
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ment closely resembles a scena- 
Baltimore and Catonsville, Md., 


rio sketched for a Senate sub- in 1967 and 1968. 
for a Senate 


committee by FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover last Nov. 27. 


Berrigan and his brother Dan- 


iel, Hoover said, were part of a 
group called the "East Coast 
Conspiracy to Save Lives" that 
planned to blow up underground 
wires and ducts and kidnap "a 
highly placed government offi- 
cial." 


"If successful, the plotters 


would demand an end to U.S. 
bombing operations in Southeast 
Asia and the release of all politi- 
cal prisoners as ransom," Hoo- 
ver testified. 


The indictment listed Daniel 


Berrigan, also a Catholic priest, 
as a co-conspirator but not as a 
defendant. 


Friends and relatives of the 


Berrigans and others named in 
the indictment expressed shock 
and disbelief at the grand jury 
action. 


Both Philip Berrigan, 47, and 


Daniel, 49, are in the Federal 
Correctional Institute at Dan- 
bury, Conn., where they are 
serving six- and three-year sen- 
tences, respectively, for de- 
struction of draft records at 


The brothers, Philip, a mem- 


ber of the Roman Catholic Jose- 
phite order, and Daniel, a Je- 
suit, jumped bail after their 
convictions, popping up occa- 
sionally for an antiwar rally, 
lecture or sermon—much to the 
distress of the FBI. Philip was 
captured by FBI agents last 
April 21 and placed in the U.S. 
penitentiary at Lewisburg, Pa. 
Daniel eluded capture until Aug. 
11. 


After Hoover's November tes- 


timony the brothers, by then 
transferred to the Danbury pris- 
on, challenged the FBI chief to 
withdraw his accusations or 
back them up with indictments, 
saying, "We have already been 
tried and condemned by Mr. 
Hoover's remarks." 


Later a group of Roman Cath- 


olic clerics, including a Balti- 
more priest indicted Tuesday 
with Berrigan, identified them- 
selves at a news conference in 
Washington as the "East Coast 
Conspiracy to Save Lives," and 
said the Berrigans were not 
members of their group and de- 
nied a kidnap plot ever existed.

Educational 
Gap Between 
Suburbs, City 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


wide 
educational 
gap 
has 


opened between the nation's 
central-city and suburban dwell- 
ers, the Census Bureau says. 


Not only do more suburban- 


ites complete high school, they 
achieve a higher level of educa- 
tion than the more deprived res- 
idents of the inner city, the re- 
port shows. 


About half those over 24 years 


old living inside the 30 large cit- 
ies surveyed failed to complete 
four years of high school, while 
37 per cent of the more affluent 
suburban dwellers failed to get 
a high school diploma. 


Although the study uses 1967 


population figures, Census offi- 
cials said, more up-to-date tabu- 
lations "show about the same 
kind of gap, with a general up- 
grading in both areas." 


One reason for the difference, 


the report said, is "the fact that 
a smaller proportion of whites 
than of Negroes and persons of 
other races live in the central 
cities and that persons of Negro 
and other races have a lower 
educational 
attainment 
than 


whites." 


The 1970 census showed that, 


for the first time in the nation's 
history, persons living in the 
suburbs outnumbered those re- 
siding in the core cities. 


"About 82 per cent of the per- 


sons of Negro and other non- 
white races living in these met- 
ropolitan areas in 1967 lived in 
the central cities as compared 
with 43 per cent of the whites," 
the report said. 


The survey disclosed thjtt 10 


per cent of all persons hying in 
the 30 cities were college gradu- 
ates compared with 14.4 per 
cent of those in the suburbs. 


Only 5.3 per cent of nonwhites 


ui the cities were college gradu- 
ates, while 11.2 per cent of the 
whites had a college diploma. 


Census officials said that in 


I960, 8 per cent of all inner -city 
residents had finished college 
compared with 9.8 per cent of 
tin.- suburbanites
